A. B. McCoid and Charles Schoenmann, 
the democratic candidate, with the M. V. La 
supporting the democrat. The same is true 
of the Bighth, Twelfth, Fifteenth, Twenti- 
eth, Twenty-second, Twenty-sixth, and other 
wards in which lively staat have been 
conducted.

Withdrawal ot $15,000,000 from Es- 
tate Would Affeet Other Holdings. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.]—The exact 
reason which led to the reconciliation of the 
Gould family with their sister, Mme. Anna 
Gould, was learned today, and it was her 
threat to take her money to France, 
Hitherto it has always been said that the 
great hold those members of her family who 
opposed the Sagan marriage had upon Mme, 
Gould was the restrictive clausé in Jay 
Gould's will whereby any heir of his con- 
“tracting marriage withott the unanimous 
congent of his executors, Edwin, George, and 
Helen, -would. forfeit half of his or her m- 
*heritance. 

Mme. Gould contended that her marriage 
to count de Castellane, which was concurred 
im by the executors, satisfied the termsiof the 
will, and she defied the others to go to law 
on the pofit. ' 


Threat to Take Money to France. 
Then the intercession of her brother Edwin 
is supposed to have restored harmony ance 
more. 

It now appears that Mme. Gould went even 
further in her defiance. She threatened te 
sue to break the will If her suit should be 
succéssful it would disselve the trusteeship 
over her share of the estate which her father 
placed on it and deliver over to her owt 
keeping her entire inheritance, which is 
about $15,000,000, or one-sixth of her father’s 
fortune. 

Mme. Gould threatened that as soon as she 
got her fortune in her own hands she would 
liquidate and return with the cash te France. 


‘Strikes Terror to George’s Soul: 
This struck terror into the soul of George 
Gould. Jn the first place, the estate of which 
he is one of the executors, is in no condition 
to pay over $15,000,000 cash. 

If paid over in securities she threatened 
to damp them on the market and at the 
best price she could get for them. As these 
securities are mostly in stocks and bonds of 
the Gould roads this would mean a bad 
slump in the market price of all enterprises 
with which the Gould name is connected, 
and eventually would result In great finans« 
cial joss to all members of the Gould family 
except Mme.

COUNTY BOND ISSUE FAVORED. 


Many Societies Support Proposition to 
Build New Hospital and Infirm- 
ary at an Early Date. 


The proposition of the county commis- 
sioners to bulld a new county hospital and 
infirmary near Blue Island to take the place 
of the institutions at Dunning, which will 
be submitted to a vote in the coming elec- 
tion for authorization to issue $2,000,000 of 
gold bonds for the project, is receiving en- 
thusiastic indorsement from clubs and civic 
organizations-of Chicago. 

Up to date the commissioners~have re- 
ceived resolutions of approval from the 
Union League, Marquette, Industrial Club 
of Chicago, the real estate board, and a 
number of charitable societies. he resolu- 
tione of the Industrial club, the first to be 
received, followed an investigation of con- 
ditions at the Dunning institution, which 
was declared to be insanitary and dangerous’ 
from fire peril. 

Other letters and resolutions offer stronger 
condemnation of the present county hospi- 
tal and the conditions which prevail there. 
The Union League club took action approv- 
ing the proposition. 

‘The Chicago Tuberculosis institute has sent 
out a letter strongly urging the approval of 
the bond issue proposition. 

For the last two weeks the board of com- 
missioners has circulated a little pamphiet 
setting forth the shortcomings of the instl- 
tution at Dunning and the plans for the new 
hospital, infirmary, and poor farm. The 


_real estate board has set aside a tract of 255 


acres about three miles from Blue Island for 
the institution. 

The present plans include nearly twenty 
buildings arranged in the shape of a hollow 
crescent, with roofed hallwaye connecting 
the building units. There will be seven 
buildings for men, four for women, and a 
large general hospital building with sun 
wings facing the south at the extreme south- 
ern end of the crescent. Each unit is de- 
signed to accommodate 162 people and the 
complete institution will take care of near- 
ly 2,500 patients and inmates. 

The central group will take in the admin- 
istration bufiding, nurses’ home, and quar- 
ters for employés and officers. Then there 
will be a building for convalescent men and 
women who shall be discharged from the 
hospital, but are in need of care until they 
are strong enough to return homeor to work.

Awakening Everywhere.

Sends Request to School Board. .,. 

Dr. Cigrand so convinced his hearers that 
the board of education is showing disrespect 
for the flag that the conference unanimousty 
passed a resolution directing that. the 
‘chairman and secretary of this conference 
send a letter to the president of the board of 
education requesting that janitors or other 
persons in charge of flags be directed to pay 
the utmost respect to them, whether flying 
at half mast or top mast.” 

“ The attempt of the board of education to 
honor one of its dead members by requiring 
that the flag at hatf mast, swinging in the 
breezes for thirty days and thirty nights, ie 
mot of a healthful character,” Dr. Cigrand 
told the conference, ‘“‘ Why not impress the 
chikiren with the sacredness of thet banner, 
instead of permitting it to float in all kinds 
of weather, night and day, until the elements 
and the dust and smoke of the city have so 
‘thoroughly disfigured the flag as to rob it of 
ite glorious tri-color? . Why not conform to 
the national military regulations? Why net 
hoist the flag at sunrise, and, with respect, 
lower it at sunset, thus teaching that the flag 
stamds for a high principle and that respect 
for the dead cannot be indicated by showing 
disrespect for the flag? BEvemat the funerals 
of Grant and Lincoln the flag came down at 
sunset. 

“The flag when at half mast should be 
raised to the top of the pole before being low- 
ered, and whem lowered its folds should be 
gathered up tenderly without being permit- 
ted to touch,the ground. 


Urges Respect for Holidays. 

“ Furthermore, I would urge greater re 
spect for national holidays like Washington's 
birthday, Lincoln's birthday, and Memorial 
day. Instead of going to nese on such 
days, let fathers stay at home and.treat the 
day with at least as much respect.ae is paid 
to the Sabbath.’ .

I pre- 
sumed it was my man, but it proved to be 
another man of the same name. When the 
boy stepped forward the judge said to the 
bailiff: ‘Make that boy sit down or take 
him downstairs.’

SUSPECT POISON; HOLD GIRL. 


But Brother Opposes Inquiry Into Rel- 
ative’s Sudden Death. 


Arrangements are being made by Capt. P. 
PD. O’Brien and Coroner Peter Hoffman to go 
before a Criminal court judge asking for an 
order to exhume the body of George P. Por- 
tér, a wealthy rea! estate dealer who died last 
May at the Wesley hospital after being 
stricken in a house at 2116 Dearborn stréet. 

It is believed by Capt. O’Brien an analysis 
of the contents of the stomach of the dead 
man may reveal traces of poisoning and will 
corroborate evidence said to have been se- 
cured showing Porter's death was due to 
strychnine placed tn his beer by inmates gf 
the resort. 

Helen C. Young, alias Gladys St. Clair, an 
inmate of the resort, who was with Porter 
at the’ time he was taken suddenly sick, was 
arrested by Detective Walter O’Brien yester- 
day and is being held at the Harrison street 
station pending an investigaticn by the police 
and coroner. 


Ex-Convict Betrays Woman. 

An ex-convict, who was befriended by Capt. 
O’Brien, informed the police official the 
St. Clair woman had confessed to him she 
had given Porter strychnine in his beer and 
had helped in robbing him of, nearly $400. 

Mr. Porter, who was reputed wealthy, lived 
at 113 Case street. His death caused a sen- 
sation, as he was well known in real estate 
circles. 

According to the story told by Miss St. 
Clair at the inquest last year. she returned 
to the room In which she had left Mr. Por- 
ter and found him gasping on the floor. She 
immediately summoned help and the real] ¢s- 
tate man was taken to Wesley’ hospital. 
He died almost immediately upon his ar- 
rival at that institution. He was attended 
by Dr. R. W. Carter, 2200 State stréet. and 
Coroner's Physician Lewke held a post- 
mortem examination. The jury returned a 
verdict that Porter had died of apopleky. 

“ We made no examination as to strych- 
nine poisoning,” said Dr. Lewke in the after- 
noon. “Mr. Porter may have died from an 
overdose of this drug, and if soan analysis of 
his stomach will show the poison even at this 
rectiy.” tf the ‘body was embalmed cor-

r. Arthur M. Bishop of the Virginia hotel, 
whe had attended Mr. Porter for several 
months previous to his death, said: 

“ Mr. Porter for sofne time before his death 
was in a critical condition, suffering from a

Pronouncement by President Smith of 


Mormon Church Assures Utah

SOUTHERNER'’S WORDS HOT.

Washington, D. C., April 4.—The committee 
on rules of the house of representatives to- 
day “tightened the screws’”’ on the demo- 
crats with the view to reducing to a minimum 
the opportunity for obstructive tactics.

Indiana, Pennsylvania, and New York who 
will be perfectly loyal to their favorite sons 
and will vote-for them as long as there is a 
chance of thelr selection, 
be thrown to any of the other favorite sons or 
made use of in any possible combination. 

: Taft Exades New York. 

The Taft people claim with absolute as- 
surance that in addition’to the 400 votes now 
in sight, outside of contested delegates, there 
are not less than 100 of these second choice 
delegates from other states who can be con- 
fidently counted on by the secretary of war 
to make his nomination certain, if not on the 
firét ballot, at least on the second or third. 

The real situation in regard to New\York 
state is that that big delegation will be for 
Hughes honestly enough, but all the machin- 
ery of the state and the delegation asa whole 
are controlled not so much by Taft as by 
President Roosevelt. The national admin- 
istration is on top. 

Gov. Hughes has been given all the dele- 
gates from his state, so long as he isa candi- 
‘date. The minute he is out of the field fully 
three-fourths of the delegation will be at 
the disposal of Rooseveit infiuence. If Taft 
is still In the field they will go to Taft. If 
not, they will go in the direction which will 
suit’ the president best, even if that diree- 
tion should lead toward a third term. 

The natural result of this situation in 
New York state is to make the Taft man- 
agers count on receiving at least sixty votes 
after Hughes ts out of the way. At the 
same time administration control of the 
New York delegation is so complete the 
tendency will naturally be to force Hughes 
into second place,-whether he wants it or 


not. 
Many Contests fo Decide. 


The Chicago convention, of course, will 
be famous for the number of contests which 
it will be called upon to decide: There al- 
ready are in sight at least forty eontested 
delegates. How they will ve divided up by 
the national committee no one can tell. The 
majority of them are from the south, and 
there are a great many more contests to 
come from the same section. It is figured 
out that there will be close upon 200 dele- 
gates in the Chicago convention the title to 
whose seats will be interfered with by more 
or less shadowy claims. About two-thirds 
of these, it is beMeved, will be definitely set- 
tled by the national pape epamal at without much 
difficulty. 

Where there ig a sitinns facie case the com- 
mittee will give the seats without. doubt to 
the delegates whose papers are reasonably 
regular. There may be fifty contests which 
will have to be fought out in the credentials 
committee’ and possibly on the floor of the 
convention before it will be possible to de- 
termine the candidatg 

The tactics of the anti-T afi people thus far 
ig to .-tie enough delegations by means of 
these contests and Instructions for favorite 
sons to prevent the nomination on the first 
ballot. The difficulty about this program is 
that the secretary of war has such a mani- 
Mest lead over all other candidates the tend- 
ency will be for some of them to drop out 
of the fight and get into the band wagon 
even before the convention meets: 

On the democratic side the fight against 
Bryan is not progressing. He had at the 
beginning of the week more than 100 regu- 
larly instructed delegates, with two score 
more who were for him without Inetructions. 

Gray in Delaware, Harmon in Ohio, Folk 
in Missourl, with former Goy. Francis of 
St. Louis.as a reinforcement, and more par- 
ticularly Johnson of Minnesota, are ali os- 
tensible candidates, but no one of them ap- 
pears to have behind him a’ coherent and 
lively organization, even in his own state. 


Only a Few Opposed. 


All of the instructed delegates on the dem- 
ocratic side have been for Bryan, and so far 
as known there is only one or two among 
the uninstructed delegates openly opposed 
to him. 

There are signs of a considerable split 
away from the democratic standard. This 
will not come from ‘the former gold demo- 
crats or from the eastern. people, who have 
been casting around vainly for some man 
strong enough to beat Bryan in the demo- 
cratic convention. There seems to be in the 
air a likelihood of some sort of cognbination 
between all the radical elements, including, 
first of all, the Independence leaguers, or 
Hearst democrats; secondly, the populists, 
who held their convention in St. Louis dur- 
ing the week and nominated Watson; and, 
‘thirdly, the extreme negro and Foraker re- 
publicans.

However, by starting early today, I made 
good progress and much more of the 
distance by trolley than I did yesterday. My 
route from Syracuse to Albany lay through 
Kirkville,. Canastota, Oneida Castile, Ver- 
non, Hecla, Utica, Frankfort, Tliom Herki- 
mer, Little Falls, Fond&’, Johnstown, Sul- 
phur Spring Junction, Akin, Ameterdam, 
Hoftmans, Scotia Junction, Schenectady and 
West Albany. 

The distance is 163 miles, of whieh only the 
thirty miles between Little Falls and Fonda. 
had to be covered by steam road. 

The cost in fares was $3.35. The total dis- 
tance c6vered to date, 1,111 miles, and the 
cost for fares, $21.07. 


' Gaps Soon to Be Closed. 
There have been five gaps in the trolley 
service between. Chicago and .Albaay, but 
they will not-exist long. - Two or three times 
I have head wise men undertake to tell me 
how I-could have made more of the distance 
by trolley, but invariably they have been un- 
able to demonstrete it. 
I have gone to headquarters for my infor- 
mation at each point where theré was trouble 
and found®out just What roade.are in opera- 
tion and just how far they weuld carry me. 
One man thought I could have done better 
by going from Rochester to Geneva, instead 
of to Clyde, and then have taken a line from 
Auburn to Syracuse, but there were two or 
three objections’ to this. -I should have had 
to swim a lake and then walk fifteen miles in 
order to get:‘from one trolley Hne te-another, 
and neither thée-swimming nor the walking is 
good in New York state today. 

Further, I could find no evidence that the 
second trolley line is im operation, and an- 
other equally wise man informed me that it 
was not: . 

At best I should have had to go a long 
distance out of my way and shortened the 
distance. that I had to cover by other means 
than trolley only a few miles. 
yet been able-to show that-I have not taken 
the best route for my purpose in every case. 


Misinformation on Every Side. 

The first thing one learns en such a trip 
as this is that there is more trolley misinfor- 
mation in circulation than would seem to be 
possible. One of the best electric roads that I 
have found so far is not on any of the maps, 
and is given in the electric rallway directory 
as having only a few miles of track. 

Nevertheless, it operates a through service 
from Syracuse to Utica, running cars every 
hour and covering the fifty miles in one hour 
nd fifty minutes. 

This will be cut down to one hour and 
twenty minutes for limited cars as soon as 
interlocking switches can be installed. 

I had@ to go far out of my way teday when 
I took the trolley at Fonda. I ran north to 
Johnstown, and then turned southeast to 
Amsterdam. It was the slowest part of the 
day, but from Amsterdam to Albany there 
is a hmited service that is like jumping from 
point to point.

ITALY AGAINST ABRUZZI SUIT 


Attitude of Nation Is Shown by 
Censorship of Cablegrams. 


DUKE GOES TO PLEAD CAUSE. 


Leaves Turin After Asking King for 
Interview Today. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON. April 4.—Some idea of the Ital- 
ian official attitude toward the Abruzzi-El- 
kins romance mey be gained from the fact 
the authorities refuse to allow to be trans- 
mitted telegrams on the subject from Rome 
to the American press. 

The correspondent of an American paper 
in Rome. who filed a dispatch on the subject 
and had it returned him. interviewed the ‘di- 
rector of telegraph, asking if anything in the 
contents was objectionable, saying if so he 
would revise the dispatch. 

The reply was that it was useless to make 
any alterations, as the home office was de- 
termined to. stop all telegrams from Rome 
on the subject. 

The message denied transmission was 
dated April 2 and was asfollows: ‘“ A prom- 
inent official of the roya! household furnishes 
the following information regarding the 
Abrugai-Bilkins affair to a leading Florentine 
journal: 

“ “The duke of the Abruzzi never attempted 
to hide his admiration for Miss Elkins and 
on his return from America he spoke of his 
intended marriage to all his relatives, but 
every body thought his admiration was not of 
a lasting character. 


King’s Will Supreme. 

“The king wishes him to remain faithful 
to the traditions of his house and keep up 
its prestige by means of the nobility of its 
domestic alliances, hence it is not true that 
he is willing to grant Miss Dikine all the 
rights of a royal princess.

Plan Renders Ocean 
Wrecks Remote. 


EARTH’S SHIPS IN TOUCH. 


Equipment to Tell Exact Longi- 
tude Without Observa- 3 
tions by Sun. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, April 4.—1f the proposal presented 
to the French Academy of Sciences this week 
by Bouquet de la Grye be adopted the Biffel 
tower will play such an important role in the 
world’s shipping that wrecks through miscal- 
culation of longitude will hereafter be ren- 
dered practically impossible. 

The venerable savant proposes to equip 
the tower so that it can send the exact time 
according to the meridian of either Paris 
or Greenwich to every ship in the world 
equipped with wireless telegraphy. 

He say a wireless plant of sufficient force 
can be established to send Hertzian waves 
completely around the world. By a prear- 
ranged signal, eithér noon or midnight would 
be indicated.-and the ships would thus be able 
to regulate their own chronometers and 
learn the exact longitude without taking ob- 
servations by the sun. ‘ 


Praise from Americans, 

The proposal has already been accepted 
in principle, and experiments will first. be 
undertaken with the concurrence of French 
ships in both the Atlantic and the Mediter- 
ranean. | 

It is purposed to send the hour of midnight 
according to Paris time, this being preferahle 
to noon ogwitg to the absence of local dis- 
turbances. 

Among those who applauded the proposal 
were Simon Newcomb, the eminent agtron- 
omer Of Washington, and Alexander Agassiz 
of Cambridge, Mass. 

Both. were enthusiastic in praise of the 
plan, and. said that undoubtedly it would re- 
ceive the support of officials and scientists in 
the United States. ‘ 

Experiments are also in progress with a 
wireless telephonic apparatus on the Eiffel 
tower. The results of these experiments 
are thus far indecisive, but important re- 
sults are hoped for in the near future. ” 


New’ Wireless Post Proposed. 

The tower continues to furnish the means 

of rapid’and sure wireless communication 
between the government and the army in 
Morocco. , 
- Should La Grye’s proposal be put into ex- 
eclition, however, {ft is probable a new wire- 
less post will be installed by the French gov- 
ernment on some lofty mountain peak, possi- 
bly in the Canary islands. 

From the top of the tower, 830 feet above 
the pavement, there fall into the Avenue de 
Suffren four cables ending ina rude in- 
closure, within which are a number of rough 
sheds composed of boards. 

The few visitors allowed to enter the in- 
closuré find; within the sheds apparatus 
similar to that which is installed on Long 
Island steamers for the purpose of maintain- 
ing wireless communication with the shore. 

But sof course everything is on a much 
larger scale—the condenser is a huge thing 
and the coll of wire for resistance is gigantic 
—although the receiver is a far more delicate 
instrument than that used on the sound 
steamers, and the man who manipulates it 
must be ever alert to catch the faintest vi- 
brations preduced by the Hertzian waves 
fldwing from the masthead of the cruiser 
Kleber, hundreds of miles away to the south, 
off Casablanca. 

These waves leave the frigate with a force 
of 40,000 volts, but it requires a most deli- 
cate instrument to perceive them when they 
reach the Eiffel tower. . ; 

Telephone Idea M. Branly’s. 

The telephone with which at certain times 
in the day the tower staff experimentse—for 
the night is best fitted for the transmission 
of the government messages between the 
Quai d'Orsay and Casablamca—is the inven- 
tion of M. Branly, who has lately succeeded 
in directing torpedoes by Hertziangwaves so 
that their maneuvera cannot be interfered 
with by the enemy. 

It is much more simple ‘than the wireless 
telegraphic installation and messages by it 
have already been sent as far as Lyons, al- 
though uninterrupted communication has 
not been maintained.

MORGAN HAS TIME OF LIER 


Audiences with Queen ‘and Pope 
Almost at Same Hour. 


QUICK CHANGE ARTIST SLOW. | 


Banker Doffs Court and Dons Vatican 
Attire in Five Minutes.

ROME. April 4.—J. Pierpont this 
morning got out magnificently one of 
the tightest corners recorded since, owing 
to the struggle between the church and 
the state, the quirinal and vatican have 
been frowning at each other across the yel- 
low Tiber.

Mr. Morgan, through Ambassador Gris- 
com, asked last week for an audience with 
the queen.

On being interrogated as to the time which 
would suit him he indicated the latter

Unfortunately the quéén was indisposed 
and the audience could not*be granted as 
early as had been expected, but Mr. Griscom 
personally delivered to Mr Morgan last 
night notice for an audience with the queen 
this morning at 10:45. Five minutes after 
Mr. Griscom left a messenger came from 
the vatican fixing the papal audience for 
11:15, also this morning. 

The situation was of the gravest. . A tele- 
phone conversation with the vatican result- 
ing .in failure to change the hour of the au- 
dience, Mr. Morgan felt bound to appear 
before the pontiff, as he had practically ap- 
polmted the day himself. : 

But. his norappearance at the quirinal 
meant to create an international incident, 
and make Mr. Griscom decidedly “ persona 
non grata.’/’ Mr. Morgan, not te be beaten, de- 
cided to keep both appointments with the 
aid of his autemobile. 


Etiquette Makes Task Harder. 

The difficulty of his task is better. realized 
if it is remembered that court etiquette pre- 
scribed for the queen’s atdience to Mr. Mor- 
gan a frock coat and fancy tie, and for Mrs. 
Satterlee, Mr. Morgan’s daughter, a light 
colored walking gown and dress hat.

Since Mf. Morgan's arrival in Rome hun- 
drede of persons with designs on his purse 
discovered a new method to make life a 
burden to which they might have succeed- 
ed had he examined all the letterg pleading 
for financial aid addressed to him. .

The discuseion dentered chiefly on the 
white siave and anarchistic evils, im both 
of which the’British gpovernment is equally 
interested with the United States in sup~- 
pressing. : ; 

Mr. Porter was doubtful three years ago 
in regard to the working of the clause where- 
by steamship companies bringing immi- 
grante to the united kingdom for trans- 
shipment to the United States were compelled 
to give a guaranteé of $25,000. The immi- 
grants won't remain in this country. This 
clause, since it wae fully enforced, has had 
beneficial effects far beyond Porter’s expec-~ 
tations. 

Mr, Watchorn says: “ The point of interest 
in the United States is that you cannot have 
legislation of a prohibitive nature in one 
country .without its being at least partially 
beneficial to other countries having like 
legislation. ; 

“ Thus this restriction of undesirables in 
Great Britain reflects beneficially in the 
United States by restriting the number of 
undesirables coming to our country. 

‘The British alien act is being enforced 
with ae much vigor and even better success 
than attends our efforts regarding the white 
slave traffic.,’’ 

Mr. Watchorn was gratified especially re- 
garding the vigorous application of the alien 
law against anarchists.

If the condition of the national banks of 
seven states on Feb. 14 is representative of 
all the rational banks of the country, then 
the national banks -df..Chicago. St. Louis, 
and other towns have made a big fuss over 
nothing in protesting against the amendment 
to the Aldrich bill with reference to national 
bank rése@ves. 

The local national banks thought that 
amendment would operate to lock up in 
bank vaults ‘$200,000,000 of lawful money 
now in‘circulation and thus contract exist- 
pa loans to an amount between’ $800,000,000 
a $1,000,000,000. But what they thought 

ould come to pass in fhe matter of in- 
crease in cash reserves has apparently 
already faken place, and the country is 


on the mend. The banks in their protest to 


congress took the figures of the condition 
of the national banks on Dec. 3. Since that 
time panicky conditions caused country and 
reserve city banks to strengthen themselves 
to an extent in some instances beyond what 
the Aldrich bill would require them to do 
next January. “ 


Statistics from Seven States. 


Charles G. Dawes, president of the Cen- 
trak.Trust company, and formerly controller 
of the currency, who believes in strong re- 
serves, was led to inquire of the controller 
of the currency as to the condition of the 
tiafional banks in seven states on the date 
of their last report to him on Feb. 14. 

The controller has not yet issued his formal 
report showing what changes had taken 
place between Dec. 3iand Feb. 14. The 
seven states about which information was 
asked were chosen by Mr. Dawes as repre- 


senting the different sections of the coun-

Mr. Dawes issued yesterday a statement 
giving the official figures from the control- 
ler’s effice and his argument for the amend- 
ment to the Aldrich bill, indicating the satu- 
tary effect he believes it would have on 
the banking situation. 


Statement of Mr. Daiwee: 


“There is such a general misapprehen- 
siom,”” he. says, ‘‘as to the immediate effect 
of the commendable provision of the Aldrich

that part of the Aldrich bill providing for a 
change in the laws governing national bank 
reserves is the building up of a firmer foun- 
dation of actual cgsh reserves under the ae- 


posit liabilities of the banks. 


‘Those who advocate this change believe 
that, considering the national banking sys- 
tem as a whole, the present ability of the 
banks to use credit with reserve banks as a 
basis of loans creates too great an extengion 
of aggregate deposit credits as compared 
with aggregate cash resources, whith’ in | 
times of liquidation and financial panic in- 
creases the necessity upon the banks of de- 
manding payment of loang from the com- 
munity and adds to the demoralization of 
business incident to such a period,’ ’ 

Mr. Dawes then calls attention to the fact 
that this idea. of strengthening reserves is 
not a new one, but that John Jay Knox, who 
was co@troller of the currency in 1873, em- 
phatically called attention to the need of 
the passage of a law strengthening national 
bank reserves. He himeelf also called the 
attention of congress to the matter when he 
was controller in 1900. 


Opposition Making an Error. 

“The error which is being made at the 
present time by those who are most strenu- 
ously’ opposing this change in law,’ con- 
tinues Mr. Dawes, “is in estimating the 
amount of cash which will have to be with- 
drawn from the reserve cities in order to en- 
able the country banks to comply with the 
law, if it is passed. 

“If it was true that the passage of this 
law requiring the readjustment of the re- 
serves of national banks would strain the 
national banking sretem of the country and 
would necessitate the calling in of a large 
amount of loans and prevent the banks from 
supplying the needs of current business, it 
would. of course, be a question as to whether 


good effects of the provision. 

* But this in my judgment is not the fact. 
The figures of the condition of the national 
banks drawn from aggregate statements 
prior to,the last ‘February call are not rele- 
vant. The question is what is thé condition 
with respect to the reservesof country banks 
now. Will the passage gf this law requiring 
them to hold a larger amount of cash reserve 
compel them to call upon the central reserve 
cities to such, an extent that the business of 
the banks and the community will be crippled 
both now and'in the future? 

‘The resolutions which are being passed 
by different commercial bodies assume tha 
it. will and their reasoning is based upo 
statements of condition of the national! banks 
made in 1907. The only time when a provi- 
sion like that of the Aldrich bill ¢an be safe- 
ly made is a time like the present after a 
gseat liquidation has taken place and when 
the currency is flowing into the banks as it is 
now and will continue to ficw for some time 
to come. 


Country Bank Reserves Large. 

“ Already, in my judgment, the -country 
banks of the national system hold such an 
amount of lawful money in their vaults 
that it will not be necessary for the na- 
tional banks of.the reserve cities to fur- 
nish them amy additional reserve. In order 
to make a test of this I wired the office of 
the controller of the currency for statistics 
which would cover individual states in widely 
different parte of the United States in which 
central reserve cities were not located and 
which seemed to me would give an index to 
the entire situation, My request was as 
follows: 

“*Will- you-not furnish me the follow- 
ing statistics relative to the national banks 
in Massachusetts, Georgia, Texas, Ne- 
braska, Washington, Iowa, Wisconsin: 
Total agnount of lawful money held by 
banks at time of last statement, and, in ad- 
dition, in sepaygate item, amount of bank 
notes? Also am6unt of sych reserve in law- 
ful money which would be. required. under 
Adrich bill? -Do-you want~ securities ,in- 
cluded, my desire being to find out what 
amount of money, if any, which the pas- 
sage of the bill--will require those banks to 
withdraw from the reserve cities banks 
in order to comply with it. While it would 
be desirable it is not necessary to figure 
the local reserve on each-bank, ‘as I think 
aggregate figures — seves! the general 
situation.’ :

Will Strengthen Foundations. 


“ So far from this reserve provision of the 
Aldrich bill being a menace to sound business 


these evils woul@ not counterbalance the | in the United States, it is that which when 


prosperif¥ is restored will tend to preserve it 
and, taken in conjunction with the provisions 
of the -Aldrich bill, which provides for the 
expansion of note issues in times of a panic, 
will prove an'‘invaluable assistance to the 
business community in time of stress. This 
reserve feature strengthens the foundation of 
the banking business of the United States. 

“It is well enough to shingle the foof. as 
the adovocates of asset currency would have 
us do, but we should, not forget our founda- 
tion when we are improving our financial 
structure. The cash supply of the United 
States is ample for the transaction of its busi- 
ness. The already large reserves of its na- 
tional banks will be much larger in a short 
time, and a safe and stable foundation for 
the future expansion of credits will not be 
interfered with by this reserve section of 
the Aldrich bill. It will, however, give that 
expansion the firmer foundation essential to 
its greater stability.”’

Speculators held back some of their hogs and 
at the close it was estimated that there were 
about 4,500 left over. These hogs could have 
been sold, but the scalpers look for a shart run 
Monday, and as many of them had held the swine 
since Thursday, they thought they could Just as 
well holé@ them a little longer, especially when they 
see prospects of higher prices. 

Exporters were good buyers of cattle thie week, 
taking 5,704, against 4,226 last week. 

Feeders of cattle are decidedly bullish just now, 
and although a large run on Monday may result 
in further depreciation tn values, the majority of 
the trade look for declines to be reflected in re- 
ceipts, and say that unless prices are malitained 
there will be a shortage in supplies.

| Coos of the Crow Indian tribe, today 
befre the senate committee on Indian af- 
fairs, and in response to questions by Sena- 
tor Dixon denied statements made by Mrs. 
Helen Pierce Grey that the Indians were ill 
poanes by Maj. Reynolds, the government

Pinte Coos expressed the Belief that Reyn- 
olde was the best agent the'Crows had ever 
had, im that he helped the Indians to help 
themselves. The chief denied that Reynolds 
interfered with members of the tribe In sell- 
ing their stock and ‘products for the best 
price obtainable. He said there hed been 
some complain by Indians who did not like to 
work. 

Senator Dixon brought out the fact shat 
Plenty Coos was with Gen. Crook in 1876 and 
fought with him just im advance of the Cus- 
ter massacre. He was asked why he had 
been named Plenty Coos, and explained that 
the name came from the coo stick on which 
deeds of valor are recorded by the cutting 
of notches, the driving of nails, or the 
‘hanging of scaips. He explained that he 
amassed so many trophies of battle against 
hostile bands that his coo stick would hardly 
hold them all. 

Senator Brundegee wanted to know wheth- 
er the scalps on his coo stick were white or 
Indian. Plenty Coos said that the sallies of 
his tribe had been always against the Arapa- 
hoes, Cheyennes, and Sioux, and never 
against the white men, who had always been 
the Crows’ friends. He has only one wife, 
but used to have two.

The committee was divided as to 
whether the then second mortgage bonds 
could be mrade a preferred stock. A majority 
unfortunately favored leaving it as a mort- 
‘gage, but delaying its foreclosure powers. 
The result was that Erie never had credit, 
and reconetruction after reconstruction fol-

the same fatal.defeet; no adequate provi- 
sion for ‘future 1 req@igemnents was 
made, and the property was mortgaged al- 
most up to its value. No big service corpora- 
tion in this go ahead country is able to hold 
its place unless it has credit. Although 
the financial community is greatly indebted to 
Mr. Morgan for many things, his reorganiza- 
tion has sometimes been dominated by too 
great an optimism.

Marinette, Wis., April 4.—Four’ Peshtigo 
Harbor fishermen—Hans Opsahl, William 
Johnson, Nicholas Nelson, and Charles 
Lubas—had a terrible experience while lift- 
ing nets on the ice south of Peshtigo Point on 
Thursday, having been carried out on loose 
ice ‘In the open lake, where they Were x- 
posed for thirty-six hours.

“Never do any work that you can hire 
@ man to do fof you,” is a Kaufman text 
which he holds to always. “ Save yourself 
for the lerger problems that arise with larger 
rewards for @ solution. 

“ Work when you can do this best 
work and when your brain is cleared of be- 
fogging details which arise from the sub- 
ject’s standing too close to you. Work four 
hours a day if you don’t have to work seven 
or eight hours. Fiveor six hoursare enough 
for sleep; take them ifyoucan. Ifyou can’t, 
work forty-eight or seventy-two hours while 
the mood is on; then get your sound, restful 
sleen. 

“And always when you play, go at it harder 
than you work.” 

Young Kaufman began at Emerson college 
at Washington and failed to get his degree 
at Johns Hopkins university, for the reason 
that he had balked all his fe at mathemat- 
ics. He didn't like mathematics—would not 
work im mathematicse—has no need today 
of the mathematical. In the new encyclo- 
pedia which he is engineering, “ Algebra ” 
as an indexed noun will get type lines where 
in the Britannica “Algebra” gets pages. 
But the pages that “‘ Algebra” doesn’t get 
will go to “ Agriculture.” which formerly 
was buried.

count, the “financial agent.” secures his 
first hold on the struggling manufacturer 
whe sees the opportunity to enlarge his busi- 
ness by collecting cash for his merchandise 
But the first step with. the 
“financial agent” means entering the 
portals of bankruptcy. 

The loan shark first finds for his victim 
an industrious, hard working manufacturer 
or wholesaler, who, by his push-and per- 
severance, has built a business beyond his 
capital, and approaches him. 

** You have a good business here,’ remarks 
the agent... “If. your customers all paid 
cash 
would be one long, sweet song if every one 
paid for goods as soon as they were ordered, 
wouldn't it?”

Offer of Cash Arouses Interest. 

Even the largest manufacturer in the 
country could not but concede to this. 

“*I have been watching your business for 
some time with a great deal of interest,”’ 
continues the suave grafter, “ andI woud be 
giad to discount your bills at the ‘regular 
rate of discount, so it would cost you noth- 
ing and you would have an opportunity to 
double your business.” 

“I presume you give the regular trade 
discount of 1 per cent a month for cash. 
On that I can save you a little money and 
help your credit materiaily. You receive 1 
per cent a month on your purchases. This 
you cannot take as you are cramped for 
money because your customers do fot pay 
their bills promptly. (Thus you lose 2 per 


cent @ month by not buying and selling for 


cash. In eddition to this 2 per cent you 
also lose the benefit of the cash prices, which 
makes quite an item by the end of the year.”

Agrees to Discount All Bills. 

This argument is logical, and i@ acceded to 
by the manufacturer. And if he continues 
he loses his first grip on the business which 
may have taken him years to build. 

“Now I will discount all your bille at 
your regular rates and pay you cash for all 
the merchandise you sell, taking your ac- 
counts for security,”’ continues the '‘‘ agent.”’ 

The manufacturer’s explanation that an 
assignment of his accounts would ruin his 
standing with his customers and his credit 
with the men from whom he buys his raw 


material is met and overcome by the suave 


agent, who explains: : 

"My Gear sir, this fs not a new business. 
It simply is an innovation for Chicago. In 
New York we have been buying accounts 
for years. We have been operating in Chi- 
cago but little more than a year. We are 
now doing & monthly business of $500,000, 
and are backed by eight of the largest banks 
in the city. “That shows our standing with 
the trade. None of our customers are in- 
jured by our handling their business. If you

Loses His 20 Per Cent. 

After this the manufacturer's chance of 
ever seeing anything more of his 20 per cent 
has vanished. Each day the agency trumps 
up some fictitious charge of stamps, new 
check books, extra labor, taxes, additional 
fees, or other charges that could originate 
nowhere but in the brain of a financial croek. 

Finally the manufacturer finds. he has 
nothing on his books but accounts belonging 
to the agency on which he is paying carrying 
charges of from.5 to 10 per cent a month. 
The agency refuse to return his 20 per cent, 
which they claim hae been charged off by 
the bank, to take care of the overdue ap- 
counts. 

The victim, seeing the plight in which he 
is placed, demands an accounting and’ 
threatens legal proceedings. The agency in 
turn demands he give them an itemized 
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hopelessly sloven atyle and another be so im- 
maculately clothed as to inpicate that he 
doesn’t think about. else.

He stamped on 
them that they had been transferred to us 
and seit them‘out as he does every one 
else's’ He didn't understand. I am sorry.” 

As expected, the manufacturer, when he 
sees his business and confidence abused in 
this manner, filles into a rage. Then the 
suave agent takes the bull by the horns and 
issues his ultimatum. 

“Our bank”—always “our bank ’’— 
“thinks we are not getting all the money

Hurry Up Helps for Stenographer. 


I am employed as stenographer in an office 
where it is often necessary to make long dis- 
tance telephone calis., Invariably the ‘“hurry 
up’ ones are given, to me. Before I had 
been there long I learned it was chiefly the 
large manufacturing concerns in the city 
who were wanted. 

As a time saver I constructed an-easel of 
cardboaM.on which I tacked a paper with the 
names of the firms more frequently called 
and the corresponding telephone numbers 
typewritten thereon. Whenever material is 
ordered from a new concern it is an easy mat- 
ter to make another list, eliminating some 
number not desired and substituting the new 
name and number. . 

‘Now instead of nervously looking through 
the a. or trying to memorize I simply 
giance at‘*my card, reach for the receiver 
and have the party on the wire fn - com- 
paratively short time. 

Another time saving plan I have dasbecs 
Each letter in my shortha note book is 
stamped the date it is written and by whom 
dictated. Although all letters written are 
regiarly filed, it often is necessary to refer 
to the original notes and this method enables 
me to find any required letter in a short space 
of time. 

Te facilitate matters still more I now keep 
a recopd of the letters I write, devoting one 
page of a notebook to each day, stamp- 
ing the date at the top of the page, 
followed by a lst of the names of the 
parties written to and noting the dictators 
initials after each letter. These tabulated 
lists are of immeasurable value when speedy 
search work is required.

EN who learned their trades in the 

olf countries are the best work- 

men. Young Americans do not take 

kindly to apprenticeship and do not 

remain with their masters sufficient- 

ly long to learn thoroughly the trades they 
intend to. follow. ae 

The crafteaman who learned, his calling in 
the old coyntries did go under conditions 
that drilled him in every detail and made 
him a master of the craft before he was al- 
lowed to become a journeyman. The ele- 
ment of time, with the thorough drilling, 
made of him a finished worker, cognizant of’ 
the fact that detail must be watehed and 
knowing that the small things make for 
perfection.

Fiet tintngs are troublesame things. when one does 
not know how to put’ them in, Dut they really are not 
as difficult as they seem. A piece of silk on tho bias 
should be measured off a couple of inches longer than 
the méasure around the inside of the crown’ and «a 
couple of inches wider than the dopth of the crown 

The hat then is held wrong sive up, the lining is 
held towara you, letting the opposite edge Me about 4 
half inch over the edge of the crown, and beginnirg al- 
ways in the middle of the back, take a short diagonal 
stitch toward you that only catches in the surface of 
the hat material, buf does not go through. 

When the lintng has been sewed tn all around seam 
it up the back and run a half inch hem in the opposite 
edge. A narrow ribbon is run through this hem, but 
should ‘not be drawn up until the trimming has been 
Anished; on the contrary, the lining must be pulled out 
towards the brim and pinned out of the way. 

When the trimming is all on the lining is laid back 
where it belongs, the ribbon pulled up and tied,

The satin covere? #allor shown with this article is 
not too difficult to be attempted by the home milliner 
if she is an accurate and neat needlewoman. The first 
thing necessary is to lay the hat on a plece of paper 
and mark off an exact pattern of the brim, making it so 
that you can tell wnich are the front, back, right, and 
left sides. 

Cut this paper pattern out exactly on the pencil 
lines. Then lay it on a piece of the satin so that the 
midd@le of the front and back come exactly on the bias 
line; pin in place and cut out, allowing a half inch seam 
around the outside edge and an inch and a half beyond 
the pattern on the inside edge. This inside edge should 
be snipped at intervals all around almost to the crown 
line. 

Lay this plece of satin which has just been cut 
out so that its right side is laid to the right side of 
the satin and cut owt a corresponding piece for the up- 
per side of the brim. Laying the two together in this 
manner prevents two being cut for the same side. 

he edge of the foundation brim must be bound with 
a two inch bias strip of crinoline, after which slip 
the satin on for the upper side of the brim; see that it 
is in exact position, then pin in a couple of places. 

After this is done turn the edge over towards the 
under side of the brim, pin at short intervals all around, 
and then sew. this edge to the crinoline, taking a stitch 

ut towards the edge each tim 
. Pin the satin for the under Ws of the brim In place, 
tarn in the outer edge, pin in position—using small, fine 
English pins for all this work—and blind stiteh all 
around to the upper covering. These stitches must be 
short and taken alternately, first on the upper and then 
on the under side, but never ietting them go througr to 
the outside. 

The crown piece of satin should be cut one and one- 

half inches larger all around than the erence of 


the crown, and is laid on, the edge all around being 
sewed to the side of the créwn and laid ih plaits at the 
edge, so as to keep it smooth on the top. |

This strip is 
jofned across the narrow end, then find the half and 
quarters and mark with threads. bog 

The edge is turned in. for whatever heading has been 
allowed and gathered, using the finest possible stitches.

The corresponding 
parts are pinned in place, the gathering thread is pulled 
up, and the gathers distributed as evenly as possible;

many inteHigent persons. that hot cross buns 
will ‘Keep fresh from Good Friday to Good 
Friday. Many persons go further and assert 
that any sort of bread baked on Good Fri- 
day will retain its freshness indeffnitely. 

Through the eccentric generosity of an 
unknown person who died some time during 
the time of the Plantagenets, a curious 
eharity in connection with Good Friday took 
place in 81 Bartholomew churchyard. 
Smithfield, London. 

Twenty-one of the oldest widows of this 
parish assembled on the morning of Good 
Friday, about the unknown’s flat tombstone, 
and each picked from it a hot cross bun and 
a new six pence, supposed to mark the tomb 
of the founder of the charity. 

A quaint Easter Sunday superstition is 
that on that day the sun in rising gives leaps 
for joy. The peasants of the country station 
themselves on the hills before dawn on Eas- 
tern morning in the hope they will behold 
the sun dance in order to have good luck 
follow them through the year. 

The first person to salute the czar on Eas- 
ter morning with the words, ‘* Christ is 
risen,”’ must be greeted in turn by a royal 
kiss, no matter how lowly the person. 

England is particularly rich in local Easter 
customs. Thig is due in large part to the 
circumstance at centuries ago it was a 
decided fad for the people to establish so- 
called Easter legacies. Many of them still 
exist to carry out the purposes of. their 
founders.

HE favor of the big circus today rests 
upon something more than size. Not 
long ago it was the art and name of the 
rider and gymnast that brought the 
crowd. Then canie the funny little baby 
elephant, tight eyed kitten. tigers and 
leopards, and the rolly-poly hippopota- 
mus. Now and then the freaks of human 
nature were added to make new interest. By and by 
came the man who was shot from a cannon, and the 
other fellow who tempted fate by plunging astride 
@ bicycle over a wide gap, and landing on a sloping 
rm. 

These thrillers kept the business pot boiling and 
gave a new flavor to the familiar circus. 

But the real awakening came through the heroic 
feats of daring young women riding in automobiles 
that made shocking leaps and turnings, apparently in 
defiance of all physical laws. The latest variant of 
the automobile act has set New York to talking with 
keener excitement than ever, and an even greater 
degree of curdling sensation was reached in the Chicago 
performance at the Coliseum. 

=: * 


Reckless Race of Two Big Cars. 

The New York, or Barnum & Bailey spectacle, is 
calied “Autos that Pass,” or “The Aerial Auto Race.” 
Those craving emotional excitement will find in this 
reckless exploit food for reflective enjoyment in 
months to come. Two 1,200 pound automobiles start 
three feet apart down a sheer incline 90 feet long 
which is fitted with a double track-of steel rails. The 
machines follow each other swiftly to the terminus 
of the suspended track, the red car running on rails 
No. 1 and 3, and the blue car on rails 2 and 4. The 
automobiles do not ride side by side. When the first 
car is released and has descended a few feet, it strikes 
a trigger at the side of the track that starts the sec- 
ond car on its downward plunge. To the end of the 
runway the progress of the cars is the same, but at 
the instant of the leap the conditions change. 

As the forward wheels of car No. 1 reach the 
curved end of the steep track they strike a projection 
of steel, not pronounced enough to stop the machine 
or cause any great jolt, but firm enough to trip the 
automobile and send it head over heels as it is hurled 
high in the air by the. force of its own momentum. 
This steel contrivance at the curved end wf the 99 


foot runway takes the place of the spring in last year’s, 


automobile act, “The Limit.” 

The auto rises to a height of 30 feet in its somer- 
faulting leap and drops into the friendly embrace of 
a spring platform 40 feet away from where it left the 
incline. The heavy steel springs of the arresting 
platform take up the force of the impact as the ma- 
chine stops short. 

* * 
Autos Pass in Mid Air. 

Before car No. 1 has found fits haven and still is 
80 feet in the air, with just half its somersault com- 
pleted, car No. 2 passes directly under it in a fiying, 
‘straightaway jump to a sloping platform 40 feet away. 
There was no resistance for car No. 2 as it reached 
the foot of the first runway, so that it shot out 
Straight at full speed, and has just time to get out of 
the way of car No. 1 as ft drops to its landing place. 

The race is so close that the two automobiles ar- 
rive at their destination at about the same time. 

The apparatus for this thriller is the invention of 
@ French engineer, M. Maurice Garanger, who buiit 
the “Autobolide,” the first of the automobile sensa- 
tions. 

Each car in the aerial auto race at the Madison 
Square Garden weighs 1,000 pounds and will carry a 
woman weighing about 100 pounds. The La Raque 
sisters, who sit at the steering wheels of the racing 
autos in this perilous act, are frail French types who 
were led into their strange public career by accident. 
The inventor of the sensational feat happened to 


«be a home acquaintance and they were so fascinated 


with the working of the model that Marie, the oldest 
girl, volunteered to sit in the first made machine at a 
private trial. The result was so thrilling that she 
agreed to continue the leaps in public and the admir- 
ing talk that followed her test of nerve largely was 
the means of inducing the younger sister to take up 
the unique profession.

Chicago Thriller a Double Somersaull. 

The Chicago thriller, introduced to the public by 
Ringling Brothers, is. essentially more dangerous and 
is called “The Automobile Double Somersault.” 

The automobile in this case makes two complete 
revolutions high in the air before landing upon the 
distant platform. The descending run is pretty much 
the same as in the New York act, but the two somer- 
Saults of the heavy car call for a severer test of 
nerve in the rider, and when the forward wheels catch 
the projecting steel or spring at the end of the up- 
turn.in the suspended track, the momentum is greater 
and the penalty of the slightest mathematical mishap 
would mean an awful tragedy. 

The metal apron of the car extends over the rider’s 
lap, so that by pressing her knees against the sides 
she cannot fall out of the machine as it turns over 
twice. The flying car with its brave occupant travels 
& distance of 66 feet after leaving the tracked in- 
cline ani alighting upon the finishing platform. It 
is estimated that the auto has attained a speed of 60 


-Miles an hour when it is hurled high in the air and

° Laying Bets on Girl's Life. 
. The double overturning of the ponderous car, after 
its plunge with its human freight, is a spectacle that 
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The first woman to attempt the loop the loop in 
an automobile was Mme. Mauricia de Thiers. She did 
not call her machine an automobile, but gave it the 
more striking name of “Autobolide.” The act cap- 
tured Paris in the way peculiar to that emotional 
city. The boulevardier press was filled with descrip- 
tions studded with such adjectives as “hair raising,”’ 
“blood curdling,” ete. Bets were made as to how 
many times the woman could leap into the air with 
her machine before she was killed. All agreed that 
the first accident must be fatal. If a wheel slipped, 
a cog or a chain broke, or something snapped, the 
daring girl must be crushed in the wreckage. 

Mme. de Thiers appeared at the Folies Bergeres, 
Paris, every night and nothing came of these dire 
prophecies, The autobolide was powerfully built and 
extra strength was figured upon to withstand the 
shattering impact after a lightning leap of 44 feet 
through space. Although Mme. de Thiers was obliged 
to ride head downwards in part of this earlier act, she 
sat in the seat of the car, with her hand on the con- 
trolling lever, apparently as secure and serene as if 
she were taking a quiet spin through Lincoln park.

La Belle Roche Tdls Experience. 

“It isn’t necessary to lace me into the car,” said 
La Belle Roche, the young woman now with Ring- 
ling Brothers. “Give me the steering wheel for my 
hands and the metal apron for my knee and the car 


can turn over and over as much as it likes, and there 


will be no danger of my falling out. I suppose I 
have what they call grit, but, just the same, I always 
am glad when the act is over. Bvery time I step out 
on the starting platform, high above the heads of the 
crowd. my limbs wabble, and I can’t help it. After 
the signal is given, and the car moves, my body 
straightens and there is no more tremor until the 
wild journey is over. The exultant shout of the audi- 
ence makes me tingle again with all the weakness 
of my sex. In spite of the well arranged cushions 
there is a rasping jar as the automobile bangs upon 
its landing, but I suppose I am a trifie hardened now 
so that it brings no physical disturbance.” 
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Miss Alice Yorke just arrived, bag 
and baggage. 


VERYBODY in the station stopped work 
and strolied out into the trainshed to see 
the “troupe” come in. The sandwich but- 
terer in the lunchroom came out with his 
knife in his hand, and eaid he liked the 
looks of the one in red and allowed he'd 
go to the show; the gateman straightened 
up and tilted his hat and gased out over 

the turnstile with the look of a connoisseur; everybody 
stood up a little straighter; even the dogs got up and 
stretched. 

It doesn’t make any difference whether it is Painted 
Post or Peorla—everything in the station except the 
clock stops when the troupe comes in. The troupe usu- 
elly wish the clock would stop long enough to let them 
get @ square meal, but it doesn’t. The train rattles 
into the shed; there is a procession of trucks and 
trunks, of pretty giris peeping over the tops of hat 
oxes, of nodding ostrich plumes, of living fashion 
plates. Then the turnstiles begin to whirl like wind- 
mills in a gale. The troupe is passing from the train- 
shed out into the sunlight and is whirling in buses 
and hacks away to the hotel fot luncheon, or perhaps 
to the theater if there isn’t time for luncheon before 
the matinée. From the moment the troupe reaches the 
town there isn’t time for anything but work.

“try out” the new comic opera, “The Three Twins,” 
before the Chicago opening. The company did not seem 
to feel that they were going away on a pleasure jaunt. 
They knew what it meant to be on the road—they knew 
that it meant work, work, work. It did. 

The “call” had been posted late Monday night. It 
said simply that the company would leave for Peoria 
at § o'clock the next morning. 

The company had been rehearsing all day long. Sup- 
per, consisting of ham sandwiches and coffee, had been 
seryed in the wings and in the dressing rooms. The 
broilers, the mediums, and the show girls were sitting 
around on trunks and the paraphernalia that always 
clutters the stage during rehearsals when the call was 
posted. A minute later they were pressing around the 
little’ sign—tall girls and short girls, and stout girls 
and lean girls, and girls of medium breadth and height, 
clamoring to read that sign. They knew it meant more 
work. 

But they were game, for the chorus girl loves to 
work,. because, perhaps more than ‘any other employé, 
she is interested in her work and wants to contribute 
everything she can to the success of the production. 
Money in the pockets of the managers means that she 
is succeeding, for had she failed the manager would 
not be making good. She wants to move along up the 
ladder of fame; to move along herself, the manager 
must move with her. The stage girl is loyal—loyal to 
those that employ her, loyal to those who work with 
her, loyal to her ambitions.

End of the Long Day's Work. 

It was 2 o’clock in the morning. The interior of the 
Whitney was slowly sinking into shadow.

Girls in bloomers rushed hither and thither, gather- 
ing up their delongings—their costumes, their shoes, 
their stockings, their wigs. They worked like beavers. 
There was not a hand that was not moving as rapidly 
as nerves and muscles would let it. The clothing was 
done into bundles—neat, fiat bundles—and on each 
bundle the girl of the stage wrote her name. Then she 
hurried with the bundles to the long Mne of trunks and 
packed her bundle Into one. of them. Her makeup was 
laid carefully in a tin box—the paint, the rouge, the 
powder, and the cosmetic—and the tin box was packed 
into her suitcase. 

Perhaps it was 3 o'clock that morning before the 
company was asleep; it was 6 when it began to wake 
up. Some of them had gone to their homes, away out 
on the south and north sides. The chorus girl cannot 
afford to stay at a downtown hotel when she is tired. 
She takes the long trip home. The principals sauntered 
into the Victoria and registered for rooms. To stay

At 8:30 o’clock Tuesday morning Sam Gerson, man- 
ager of the Whitney, and Stage Manager Stevens were 
at the station.

As they passed through the turnetile their names 
were crossed off of the list that Manager Stevens held 
in his hand. They came singly and in twos and threes. 
They came in omnibuses, cabs, and hacks,. but most 
of them came in street cars. Joe Allen, who plays the 
r6le of Gen. Stanhope, swung along Adams street at an 
easy gait. He always is on time. 

“T’'m not worrying about you,” said Gerson, laughing. 
“It’s the others I'm worrying about. They didn’t have 
much time for sleep, and I’m afraid some of them will 
forget to get up.” 

But they didn’t. Frances Kennedy, in a black picture 
hat and a snugly fitting tallored suit, came down the 
long steps, with a suit case in one hand and a hat box 
in the other. Then came Madge Voe, as light hearted 
and happy as if she had had a long beauty sleep, and 
just as beautiful, too, dressed from head to foot tn 
brown to match her auburn hair, which was done up as 
carefully as if she had spent the three preceding hours 
in a hairdresser’s shop.

The Three Twins” First Presented. 

.And@ at 8 o'clock the curtain rose, and, just as if they 
hadn’t done a bit of work for weeks, the broilers and 
the mediums and the show girls swung into the steps 
of the opening dance. 

It was the first presentation of “ The Three Twins,” 
and just as the curtain rose a hundred pairs of hands 
behind those wings were clasped together and the 
people to whom those hands belonged were wishing one 
another all the success in the world, unselfishly wish- 
jing that no one would fail and that the effort that had 
cost days of work and nights of work and sl€8eplessness 
would be appreciated by the murmuring audience that 
filled every seat in the house.

“The Shirkers’”’ is an ugly little picture of life in which the purpose is tangled 
with the theme, a play that serves no end we could see save that of exciting 
horror. John Belfer and his wife are living in a lonely farmhouse on the Suseex 
Downs, England. She is a plodding, hardworking soul; he a moody, taciturn, discon- 
tented individual. ‘They have buried their only child, and the sight of the baby’s 
grave has driven the father to thoughts of suicide. Life Qolds nothing for him; he !s 
“ tired of it all,” and he plans to end it. Deliberately he takes the carving knife from 
the supper table, stabs his wife, and places her body back of the curtain shutting 
off the bedroom. Then, as he is about to plunge the knife into his own heart, 
Richard Murray enters and ps him. 

-- Murray isa cheap sort of tynic. He, for his part, is tired of the “ madding 
crowd.” He has come down from London in search of a rest—a long, Jong rest. He 
divines Belfer's intent and argués with him. Why should he kill himself? He 
(Murray) has thought it all out and decided it is not the thing to do. What they 
both need is contrast—one is tired of the city, the other of the country. Why not 
change places? Belfer, with a frightened look at the bedroom curtains, agrees to take 
Murray's keys and money and go to London. Murray will stay in the lonely farm- 
house. The farmer leaves; the city man finds the body of the woman. She is not 
dead and. he revives her. 

The secotid scene is a year later. Murray has tired of the downs, He is deter- 
mined to take Margaret Belfer; with whom he has been living for a year, back to 
town with him. He will establish her in a house and they will see each other often. 
But the woman, having grown to love him, accepts his determination as a desire to 
be rid of her, and, going back of the curtains, she stabé herself. Belfer returns. He 
has not been happy in London—not because pf the crowd because of the soul 
that haunted him. Again the men change places, and the ends with Belfer’s 
‘discovery of his wife's body. 

The intent, as indicated by the title and the line, “We are both shirkers; we 
hare been experimenting with life instead of living it,” is clearly enough to prove 
that whatever problem may come to a man he must himself work out its solution; 
that there is no escape from the responsibility of life. But it is mixed with the theme 
of discontent—the cry of the sou) against deadly monotony and brooding thought— 
and so it is convincing in neither one particular nor the otier.

It's All the Shoe, 


Say Dainty Dancers. 


“Tt is the shoe that counts,” declared a 
well known theatrical shoemaker. * All the 
training in the world will not make a grace- 
ful dancer if her shoe is not just right.” 
Dancers as a rule have small and shapely 
feet. The typical stage foot is said to be 
No. 4.. Because dancers exercise the muscles 
of their feet and develop them the stage foot 
is broader across the toe than that of most 
other people. 

In New York there is a maker of theatrical 
shoes who is an artist in hisline. Not long 
ago he made a tiny pair of slippers for Ade- 
‘Tine Genee, the famous dancer. Holding up 
one of the shoes, he said:  “ A shoe like this 
cannot be made in the daytime. It must be 
made at night when all is still. Not even the 
birds must sing.” 

It ie unfortunate that all of Miss Genee’s 
associates Go not poseess as dainty feet as 
she herself does, as she has a pet supersti- 
tion. Just before she goes on the stage to 
dance she insists upon some member of the 
company. giving her what she calls “‘a good 
luck kick.”’

Tt Is not alone the dancers who wear the 
idea} size shoe.. Grace George is almost as 
proud of the smallness of her feet as she is of 
her success as an actress. On account of her 
pride in thie direction she at one time com- 
mitted am offense im drese for which she was 
harshly criticised.

HE REARED HIS OWN MONUMENT. 

The proposal for a monument to Shaks- 
peare in London brought forward by a 
committee of notables continues to be a 
topic of pungent discussion in England. 
The disputants have divided into two 
camps, one made up of adherents of the 
committee’s project to erect a monument, 
the other of the friends of a memorial 
theater. 

As no secret is made of the expectation 
that al] the world will contribute, and as 
the easy and lavish generosity of Brother 
Jonathan undoubtedly is a large factor 
in the hopes of the proponents, it is not 
impertinent for American opinion to make 
itself heard. 

By some process of reasoning which is 
not clear at this distance the champions 
of the monument scheme have reached 
the conclusion that Contributions from 
abroad. might be expected and accepted 
for a monument but not*for a national 
theater. It is safe to say that the Amer- 
icans who would interest themselves in 
any memorial would be readier to contrib- 
ute to a theater than to a statue. If our 


selfish considerations there is more return 
to be anticipated from a new theater, than 
from any expression of the moder§ im- 
agination as displayed in our public mon- 
uments. If Rodin were chosen much 
might be hoped, but if the temper and 
taste of the committee of proposal are 
an earnest of what a committee of award 
may be the possibilities are not alluring. 

There are dangers and disappointments 
in the theater project, but they are to be 
welcomed rather than the probabilities in- 
volved in the monument scheme. The 


. promise of a huge pile devised in the mis- 


tgken zeal of one or a dozen artistic medi- 
ocrities ‘is not calculated to unloose the 
purse strings of the judicious. 
Competitive designing does not produce 
the best results from the artist, and the 
award by a British jury is not likely to 
display a sensitive taste or a highly in- 
telligent standard of value. 
The bathos of a huge, costly, preten- 
‘tious, and mediocre monument to the great 
mathetic genius of our race is not to be 
faced with equanimity. It would merit

Twice in modern times has the reigning 
house of Hesse been overtaken by nursery 
tragedies of this kind. The first occasion 
was in 1873, when Prince Frederick, the 3 
year old child, fell out of the window of the 
palace at Darmstadt while playing with his 
only brother, Ernest, aged 5, .the actual 
grand duke of Hesse. Of course, it was.due 
to the negligence of his nursés that the little 
fellow, a favorite grandchild of the late 
Queen Victoria, bagi been able.to climb up 
on the window sill and to out, crushing 
his skull on the flagstones of the courtyard 
two stories below, and had it not been for 
the fact that Grand Duke Ernest divorced 
his. first wife and now hes a year old son by 
his second marriage to inherit his throne, tre 
latter would, owing to the loss of his 
younger brother, have passed to a distant 
branch of the family of wholly Prussian na- 
tionality, much to the dismay of the peopise 
of Hesse. 

The present grand duke of Hesse, had a 
pretty little girl by hie first wife, Princess 
Victoria Melita of Great Britain and Coburg 
who was likewise his first cousin, and who 
since her divorce has married Grand Duke 
Cyril of Russia. This little girl's name was 
Elizabeth, and on account of her beauty and 
sprightly cleverness she was a univergal 
favorite and the only tle between her parents 
after their estrangement. While staying 
with her uncle and aunt, the czar end 
czarina, at their beautiful place in Poland 
she succumbed at the age of 7 to poison 
which according to some of a ptomaine 
character and according to others sors food 
or drink that had been specially devised by 
the nihilists for the purpose of taking ths 
life of the emperor. 

A remarkable account of the affair is given 
by an Englishwoman of the name of Miss 
Eager, who, atter spending a number of 
years in the service of the czar and czarina 
as the nursery governess of their children, 
published on ier return to England, with the 
full authority and approval of their majes- 
ties, a volume entitled. “ Six.
